MEMORANDUM FOR THE DIRECTOR 
SUBJECT: Company Sl*e Unit Sightings in the DM7 


After reviewing all available information, we can find only two 
specific references to estimated company sise units. Both of these 
were ARVN sightings in the eastern DMZ and no US confirmation is 
available. In two other instances, US personnel reported observations 
of 50-60 enemy which could be construed to be a complement larger 
than a platoon but no US sighting reports have referred to company 
else units as such. Both of these US sightings occurred in the central 
DMZ. 


In addition, there were seven other US observations of enemy 
personnel or bodies that could be considered as approaching possible 
platoon size. The eleven sightings mentioned are listed below in 
chronological order and shown on the attached map. The six on 
General Wheeler’s map are probably included among them.

Forty 
mortar rounds were fired on ARVN positions. ARVN 
artillery units fired 1, 720 rounds on eight separate 
locations in the general area of the sighting and re- 
ported killing 25 enemy. Damage assessment was not 
observed by US personnel.

was later extracted after reportedly being surrounded 
by an estimated 60 enemy.

of the ROCKPILE. Results unknown.
